If they 
think it can be done they willattempt tho 
sumewhat verturesome tusk of coasting 
the shore of the Arctic Sea westward of 
rounding Point Burrows until Behring 
Straits are reached, Sailing through these 
straits they will pass along first Alaska 
and then British Calumbia coasts sotil 
they reach Victoria, The journey is on 
adventurous one, covering thousunds of 
miles, going wellinto the Arctic Circle 
and requiring about a year’s time to com- 
plete it 

Elaborate provisions have been «wade 
for jhe trip. They carry with them orders 
to the Hadson Bay officials which will re- 
sult in all the resources of the company ‘4
